ICE HOCKEY piMasi Gets 100th Victory 





The Ice Knights started off the 1991-1992 season strong, 
jumping out to a 3 and 0 record. Much of this early success can 
be attributed to the steady play of the eight seniors on the team 
combined with the surprising play of four freshmen in the line- 
up. 

The Knights’ winning streak however, was halted by an 
equally long losing streak in which the team lost three very close 
games. They did rebound though to win four of their next six 
games to finish the first semester with a record of 7 and 5. 

The second semester began with a tough 5-4 loss to Curry in 
overtime. The team was able to recover from that loss with a 7-2 
victory over Quinnipiac the following week. 

Then, with a record of 8 and 6, the Ice Knights hit their low 
point of their season. It started with an 11-4 loss to Suffolk (one 
of only two games the Ice Knights lost by more than two goals) 
and continued for two more games as the team lost close games 
to league-leading Assumption and Plymouth State. Yet once 
again the Ice Knights were able to recover from this set back 
putting together a three game winning streak in which the team 
played its best hockey of the year. First, the team rallied from a 
3-0 deficit to beat Stonehill. Then the Knights avenged an early 
season 5-2 loss to N.H.C. by convincingly shutting out the 
Penmen 5-0 on February 12. The Ice Knights then travelled the 
long road to Maine and dominated the Huskies of Southern 
Maine in an impressive 5-3 victory. 

Fatigue and a tough schedule finally caught up with the 
Knights the next day as they fell just short of tying Fairfield in 
the final seconds of their second game in less than twenty-four 
hours. Even though the Ice Knights were disappointed by 
another close loss and finally knocked out of the playoffs, the 
team could be proud of its efforts and some of the big victories 
they did enjoy this season. 

The Ice Knights should also be proud of some of the 
individual achievements that occurred this year. Brendan Calla- 
han set six school scoring records. In one eight game stretch he 
scored seventeen goals. Brendan ended up with forty-eight 
points this season and was named as an ECAC second team all - 
star. Callahan also got some help from his linemates, Joe 
Beukers and Steve Heney. As a forward line, this trio combined 
for over one hundred points in the twenty-two game season. 
Goaltender, Bill Heney, also had a great season. He broke many 
school records, he recorded a 5-0 shutout against N.H.C. on 
February 12, and was named as a first team ECAC all-star.

Men’s Lacrosse has regained its prominent 
reputation of success in New England this sea- 
son. Head coach Jim Barry's team posted an 
outstanding overall record of 8-3 this spring, 
ending a two-year span of losing seasons. In 
fact, the 8-3 record is the Knight’s best since 
they went 9-2 in 1987! The amazing Rick Saba 
92 had one of the most prolific scoring seasons 
in the program’s history, leading the team with 
39 goals and 21 assists (60 points). His 39 goals 
set a new SMC record for scores in a season, 
and his 60 points was just three short of break - 
ing the season’s point record. He graduates as 
the #2 all-time scorer in lacrosse, with 109 
goals, and 61 assists for 170 points.

‘In April, Fire and Rescue celebrated its twenty-second year of service to the college and 
surrounding communities. Fire and Rescue provides primary ambulance and fire coverage to the 
towns of Winooskie, Williston, St. George, Hinesburg, parts of Colchester and Interstate 89 as 
well as the College campus. 

The student-run, all-volunteer squads provide coverage 24 hours-a-day, 365 days a year. 

All members are certified as Emergency Care Attendants. Many go on to take the 100 hour 
Emergency Medical Technician course as well as to become certified in intravenous therapy and 
defibrillation. Firefighters attend a variety of courses covering all aspects of fire science. St. 
Michael's Fire and Rescue staffs two ambulances, two pumpers and an eighty-five foot arial 
ladder truck. The volunteers are ready at a moments notice to handle almost any kind of 
emergency.
